It is to be hoped that these ex­ 
aminations will be thorough and 
rigorous. The number of possible 
applicants is b o large that there 
is no reason why any applicant 
should possibly be inducted into 
the service with even the smallest 
defect that could affect his health 
in the army, the health or mental 
I appiniss of his fellow soldiers, 
or, from a purely practical stand­ 
pointc o s t the United States Gov­ 
ernment a disability pension in 
the future. 
Such rigorous and strict exami­ 
nations were not can ted ut dur­ 
ing the draft of IDI?. In another 
place in these articles I have 
pointed out what it cost the Gov­ 
ernment in disability claim; for 
those who had tuberculosis in the 
last draft. Those men were and 
are certainly entitled to their dis­ 
ability compensation, but they ■ 
never should have been inducted j 
into service.

It is to be hoped that a com- I 
plete examination and the final 
decision will be made at the local j 
corps area induction station and | 
not be subject to changes of any « 
consequence after the prospect is j 
sent to camp. I personally hope I 
that tho work will be turned over 1 
to civilian boards of physicians. 
In every corps area a number of 
teams of physicians could be as­ 
sembled who would do the work 
far better than army physicians. 
Each team would consist of a gen­ 
eral internist, specialists in labo­ 
ratory, X-ray, heart and lung 
work. 
Orthopedic surgeons are 
especially needed, as well ai ocu­ 
lists, aurists, dentists and, partic­ 
ularly, psychiatrists. 
Well - lighted 
and 
especially 
quiet, warm rooms for examina­ 
tions should be provided. The pro­ 
cedure ut present calls for an 
eight-hour day for the examining 
board with twenty-five 
men ex­ 
amined every hour. This .stems to 
be entirely insufficient time—five 


men an hour would be closer to 
the ideal. 
It may seem a little thing and 
a silly thing, but I wish that only 
those who have had measles would 
be accepted. 
During the 
last
